Quebec Law Being Tested 


MONTREAL, April 22.—The test case 
by which it is planned to decide the con- 
stitutionality of the Quebec motion pic- 
ture law of 1928, which prohibits attend- 
ance of children under 16 years of age in 
theaters, reached the appeal court here 
last week. The action concerns 36 man- 
agers and owners of theaters, but on 
agreement only one case was filed. 

It was argued in the Superior Court 
that inasmuch as a fine and imprison- 
ment are provided for violations, the law 
becomes a criminal act, which under the 
British North America Act only the 
Canadian Parliament has power to pass. 

In the Superior Court a general denial 
was filed by the Attorney-General of the 
province, and the case was dismissed on 
the ground that the legislation attacked 
was designed to regulate a matter of 
purely local policy. It is from this de- 
cision that appeal is now being taken. 
The case will be carried to the Privy 
Council despite the outcome in the ap- 
peal court, it is said.

Gunmen Fire 
Loop Theater 


CHICAGO, April 22.—Two gunmen en- 
tered the Adams Theater, 20 East Adams 
street, Sunday, and after chasing the 
negro porter away are believed to have 
set fire to the building, the blaze caus- 
ing $5,000 damage and ruining the the- 
ater’s automatic organ. 

The blaze followed a controversy which 
started some six weeks ago between M. O. 
Wells, owner of the theater, and James 
C. Petrillo, president of the Chicago 
Musicians’ Union, and police have start- 
ed an investigation to ascertain whether 
there is any connection between the two 
occurrences. 

According to Wells, Petrillo demanded 
that the theater cease operating the 
automatic organ, which had displaced a 
union musician. Wells complied for 
four days, then resumed the use of the 
organ. Since that time four stench 
bombs have been placed in the theater 
and once the walls were smeared with 
an ill-smelling mixture. 

According to the porter, two men en- 
tered the theater as he was preparing 
to sweep out. One pressed a pistol to 
the porter’s head and ordered him to 
get out and not look back, on pain of 
being shot. The porter stated one of the 
men carried a jug that smelled of gaso- 
line and almost immediately after they 
left in an automobile smoke rolled out 
of the building. 

Petrillo admitted he had notified Wells 
to stop using the organ, but denied he 
was in any way connected with the burn- 
ing of the theater.

NEW YORK, April 22—-As the most, 
sensational episode in his unofficial as- 
sumption of the role of the late Houdini 
as the leader of the movement to ex- 
pose spiritualism, Joseph Dunninger, 
vaudeville mindreader, gave a demonstra- 
tion today of what is said to be the 
first time wireless has been used to 
reproduce a spirit seance in full light 
The expose show was given before a 
large gathering of newspapermen. On a 
table, in view of the audience, he caused 
the jaws of a skull to click. spirit hand 
to rap, messages to be written on the 
inside surfaces of a pair of bound-to- 
gether slates and other tricks. He also 
duplicated the auditory effects of a toy 
horn and drum 

Following the production of the ef- 
fects, Dunninger removed his Jacket and 
showed to the satisfaction of his audi- 
ence that he had produced them by a 
wireless arrangement perfected by him 

In his interspersed talk, Dunninger 
stated that everything produced under 
so-called spiritualistic circumstances is 
possible by natural means. 

Newspapermen were permitted to ex- 
amine closely. all paraphernalia employed 
and pertinent questions were answered 
satisfactorily. Dunninger stressed the 
point that the motive behind his spiritu- 
alistic expose activity is to alleviate the 
misery caused by mediums.

This latest concoction from the pen of 
the prolific Michael Kallesser, who has 
collaborated with one Amy Wales, is a 
curious mixture of vain attempts to cap- 
ture something of Eugene O'Neill, Louisa 
M. Alcott, Gene Stratton Porter, if such 
a thing can be imagined. No need to 
say that it is far from successful in cap- 
tyrine anything of any of the afore- 
mentioned writers. Thus Rockbound 
must be set down as just another of 
those sincere but futile productions that 
micht better have never been broucht 
to Helt 

Suddenly changing from lurid and 
llicit love that has been the theme of 

previous efforts, Kallesser has this 
time gone serious. The narrow, animal- 
tic fisherfolk of the rocky coast of 
Maine are his people and he attempts to 
show them in their happy family sur- 
roundings. They are a miserable group, 
this family in question, and in attempt- 
ing to convey that point to his audience 
the author has not only been emphatic, 
but he has gone so far that instead of 
being tragic the family life of this group 
becomes ridiculous. 

Before the play is over a buxom Polly- 
anna has appeared from nowhere and 
the sunshine of her smile has succeeded, 
in the space of an unbelievably short 
time, to completely change the house- 
hold. Where once everyone was fight- 
ing they now smile and play checkers 
with each other. Of course, it was too 
weet to last long. The son had to fall 
in love with her—the only girl he had 
ever noticed in all his 20 years. The 
mother could stand it no longer how- 
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ever. She must up and ‘fess that the 
girl was her own daughter by a wander- 
ing sailor who had promised her much 
and then did her wrong. 

When the father of the family hears 
this he orders her from the hoyse. As 
suddenly as it was reformed the family 
reverts to type without the inspiration 
of Miss Pollyanna and the house once 
more is in a turmoil. Just when fathe> 
and son are wishing that mother was 
back with them in she walks. They wel- 
come her back. Lucy? Why she mar- 
ried a nice young fellow in the town 
where she came from. As the curtain 
falls the heartbroken son, who inno- 
cently enough had been on the brink of 
incest, is drying his tears, but, never- 
theless, happy that the girl of his heart 
is happy. 

That, in brief, is the skeleton of a 
story that this obvious and naive drama 
is written about. Every situation can 
be spotted from the beginning, and the 
dialog has been written in such a varia- 
tion of dialects that one never knows 
just where it is being played. One 
minute it sounds “down Fast” and the 
next minute it is Middle Western 

At any event there is a sincerity about 
this production that is almost pitiful 
and it is too bad that it must be rated 
as such a hopeless effort However 
sincerity does not make good theatrical 
fare. 

The playing is on a par with the play 
itself. It is not so much the fault of 
the actors. They strive hard enough. 
but inasmuch as there is nothing on 
which to hang their talents their labors 
are lost. Emily Ann Wellman, as the 
mother, plays the role in the best stock 
fashion, and the same goes for Willard 
Bowman as the father. John F. Hami!- 
ton does far better as the son than the 
part deserves. Gene Paul is good as a 
young girl of “sweet 16”. Ricardo De 
Angelis hardly succeeds in conveying the 
impression that he is a young fisherman. 
Renita Randolph is too good for words 
as the ray of sunshine. However, the 
construction of her role would defy any 
attempt to make something out of it.

Other than the playing of Miss Barry- 
more, there is little about this produc- 
tion that would tend to cause any 
throwing of hats in the air. It is one of 
those long-winded, stuffy and boring love 
comedies from the Hungarian in which 
much ado is made about nothing. There 
is endless talk, hollow philosophizing, 
some anaemic epigrams and a whole lot 
of serious chatter about things that will 
hardly excite anyone. 

However, there is Miss Barrymore. She 
plays this shallow vehicle with intel- 
ligence and charm, investing a part of 
pure artificiality with all the delicate 
powers of her art and giving to it a 
goodly degree of credibility. Indeed, the 
playing of the star is head and shoulders 
above anything the play deserves and if 
the piece survives it will be due en- 
tirely to her efforts. 

The Love Duel has to do with the 
efforts of a worldly lady and a notorious 
lover to mortally wound each other in a 
great conflict of hearts. She has the 
upper hand until Mother Nature steps in 
and she finds herself with child (this be- 
ing the third play of the week in which 
the action hinges on an _ illegitimate 
baby). But she plays the game and 
bravely runs away to Switzerland, there 
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to hide with youngster until public 
curiosity has waned 

The man, of course, finds her and 
when he realizes the reason for her 
flight, he gives up the ghost without 
further ado, willingly accepts defeat and 
clasps her to his arms. As might be ex- 
pected, it is assumed that they live 
happily ever after. 

For some reason or other, this play is 
billed as “modern”. It is modern in 
setting and trappings, but that about 
lets it out. Surely illegitimacy is no 
longer modern and the situations which 
lead up to it in this opus are long- 
whiskered. In an effort to snare her 
man, Miss Barrymore sends herself 
orchids, has friends call her while he Is 
present and uses other familiar traps 
that have been the standbys of farce 
and comedy writers for over a generation 

Louis Calhern gives an excellént ac- 
count of himself as the Great Lover, 
lending a suaveness and polish to the 
role that lends some aspect of reality to 
it Ferdinand Gottschalk makes the 
most of his opportunities as a fussy and 
filliny ambassador. Henry Stephenson is 
himself as the good doctor who seeks 
the hand of “She”. 


Dorothy Hall plays a sort of dumb, 
but none the less crafty golddigger of 
sudapest She does the part well 
enough, considering what she has been 
given to work with, but it is far-fetched 
and strained at best Since The Love 
Duel is supposed to be set among the 
high social strata of Central Europe and 
since every effort is otherwise made to 
impress one with an atmosphere of 
authenticity on this score, this char- 
acter, at least as played by Miss Hall, ts 
a trifle out of place. It has been writ- 
ten to sound like a stage Broadway 
chorine and in the playing that angle 
is made more pointed. 

The balance of the cast, including 
Martin Burton, Marcel Dill, Leslie Bar- 
rie, Anita Rothe, Gértrude Maitland, 
Carol March and Jeannette Sherwin, is 
capable. 

E. M. Blyth’s direction is well done, 
considering the limitations placed on him 
by the static nature of the story. Wat- 
son Barratt’s three settings are fine.

More Than Dozen Song and Dance Offerings Scheduled 
for Production — Expect Season To Get Off to 
Early Start—Represents Leading Producers 


NEW YORK, April 22.—With Broadway well stocked with musicals and with 
the street's leaders showing sufficient signs of life to indicate that they will carry 
on until the curtain rings up on the new season, the leading producers of song 
and dance shows now have turned their attention to the fall. The list of produc- 
tions definitely set for the new season is growing almost daily. At the present time 


over 12 pieces have been named on which 
work already has been started. 

Leaders in the field are practically 
unanimous in forecasting an early sea- 
son for the musicals. They base this 
prediction on the fact that there are but 
few signs of a summer musical crop. 
Thus, the standbys that have been carry- 
ing on to capacity all season, will con- 
tinue thru the summer and, in most 
cases, will be pretty well worn out by 
the time the new season opens. Most of 
the producers are making plans to open 
their first productions late in August or 
early in September. 

As things now stand, Sam H. Harris 
will be among the first with Two Is 
Company, the Owen  Davis-Richard 
Rodgers-Lorenz Hart show, which holds 
the top place on his list. Arch Selwyn 
has closed negotiations which assure his 
presenting two English productions on 
Broadway. The first of these will be 
the Noel Coward operetta. This is to be 
followed by a revue, with music. and 
lyrics by Cole Porter, which will be done 
in association with C. B. Cochran.

Resolved down to a simple matter 
of arithmetic, many of these units are 
being paid 50 per cent more than their 
real value. The catch lies in the salaries 


being given not only the specialty peo- 
ple used therein, but also the stage mu- 


sicians and ensemb!e girls. For ensemble 
people alaries have never been lower 
since the war Even in units booked 


the larger circuits, girls working

in line and doing specialties are getting 
an average of $45. Musicians are being 
paid about the same, infrequently more. 


In estimating on salaries for these units, 
bookers of the larger chains are hoode- 
winked into boosting salaries, the 


sponsors plastering on fabulous salaries 
for poorly paid talent 


If these units really added spice and 
flash to shows, the boost in salaries, ob- 
servers say, would be fu'ly warranted. 


Many of them, sad to relate, are far be- 
low standard, and the average of 50 
minutes’ running time consumed by the 
two or three acts comprising them hard- 
ly offers a vaudeville audience a better 
break than the old and tried system of 
five unrelated and balanced acts. Par- 
ticularly when the starred comedians are 
not so forte, the strain of seeing their 
faces and mild antics for the better part 
of an hour is too much for audiences 
tempted from other sources with talkies 
and better-balanced stage entertainment. 

The general opinion in the trade is 
that the flood of units is hurting vaude- 
ville at a time when entertainment of 
an entirely different character is needed. 
The units that are flop-proof, it is main- 
tained, can be counted on the fingers of 
two hands and a pair of feet. The RKO 
Collegiate Show, which was booked last 
Week into the Palace. is one of the 
notable exceptions. This offering com- 
bines five strong acts and two special 
spots staged for the gambols of members 
of the unit. This unit has clicked and 
is guaranteed against flopping, they say, 
because it is really a splendid five-act 
show, augmented by features enhancing 
rather than diminishing its appeal. The 
same characteristic, all-round quality 
and perfect balance, is apparent also in 
other of the RKO-produced units, headed 
by Ken Murray, the Mosconi Brothers 
and Harry Carroll. Many of the inde- 
pendently produced units are not mak- 
ing the yrade because their sponsors are 
afraid to splurge on talent and investi- 
ture, being uncertain as to the outcome 
of such an investment should the larger 
circuits find them unsuited to their 
needs.

ANOTHER GOOD FELLOW 
TELLS HiS TALE OF WOE 


Another good fellow, in the person of 
a theatrical agent with offices in Worces- 
ter, Mass., fell victim recently to the 
unscrupulous methods of a disreputable 
performer whom he had befriended. The 
theatrical man, a former trouper with 
the reputation of being “one white 
guy”, had helped the actor after listen- 
ing to a hard-luck tale, furnishing the 
latter with money to eat on and landing 
him several jobs that paid him a fair 
salary. Despite the agent's kindness, the 
performer saw fit to “throw the hooks” 
into his benefactor, winding up by skip- 
ping out of town with some of the 
agent's personal belongings. 

To let the victim tell it: 

“About 10 weeks ago a young man 
about 26 years of age, well dressed. 
wearing a blue serge suit, spats, about 5 
feet, 9 inches tall; good set of teeth, 
ruddy complexion, with reddish hair, 
came into my office. He said that he 
heard about me, how well I had treated 
the boys and that he was pretty well 
broke He wanted work, any kind of 
work, sO long as he could earn a few 
dollars to eat and get a place to sleep. 
He told me he played the ukelele and 
sang and also could dance a bit. I gave 
him $1, told him to go out and get 
something to eat and come back, that 
he was booked for that night and I 
would see him thru for a couple of weeks 
until he got a job and was on his fect 
again 

“After he was in the city for two 
weeks I got him placed as host at an 
inn, where he made from $40 to $50 a 
week. The job lasted about three weeks. 
The following Saturday evening I placed 
him at a cafe for a tryout, but instead 
of acting on my advice he asked for an 
exorbitant wage and was turned down 
I had placed him in a good hotel, bought 


him a tuxedo, paid for his meals and 
when he received his money for that 
Saturday night job, handed me $3, which 
he said was ‘just to buy cigars’ for my- 
self. 

“On Maren 19 I put him in charge 
of a club jov at a high-class organiza- 
tion in the city as master of ceremonies, 
and when I got there after my regular 
Tuesday night show I found him under 
the influence of liquor. I took him back 
to the hotel and the next morning gave 
him a good talking to. I was going to 
sever connections with him entirely, but 
he apologized and assured me that it 
would never happen again. I gave him 
another chance. On that night he had 
broken the ukelele that I had gotten 
for him, as his was in ‘hock’. I borrowed 
a very expensive one from a friend of 
mine for whom I have a high regard, 
with the promise that I would be re- 
sponsible for it. 


“On March 26 I sent him out with a 
show to a hotel in Worcester, while I 
took another show out of town, giving 
him the right to collect the money 
thru a letter of representation. He 
collected the money, a large sum, ex- 
plained to the acts that they would be 
paid the next day. came back to the 
office (of which I had given him a key), 
took my suitcase, a gift from my mother 
(which he knew), packed his belongings 
and Ieft the city with the ukelele that 
I had borrowed from my friend The 
money, the suitcase, music and other 
small things that he took means hnoth- 
ing, but taking a ukelele that he knew 
wasn't mine. knowing that I was under 
oath to take good care of it. is some- 
thing that is unpardonable. His true 
name I believe is Donavan and he played 
here under the name of Daley.”

One begins to realize how much 
the big time has missed since the Marx 
frefes stepped out into the heavy “name” 
class with their legit. debut in J/’l] Say 
She Is. RKO appears to be learning 
from the fox passes of K-A and K-A-O 
and as a result we have the Marxes back, 
if even for two dates or thereabouts, 
and others not too numerous, but too 
risky to mention. 

This vehicle fits into vaudeville be- 
cause it has the pep, dash and smart- 
ness required of big-time material 
Technically it’s as much an honest-to- 
goodness act as Chi. is the City of Quiet. 
Who cares about such minor details, tho, 
when such a comedy conglomeration as 
this packs houses and stirs up long, 
dormant belly laughs? The affair is 
labeled as the “Du Barry Scene” from 
Animal Crackers, but it eventuates as 
something bigger and better. The deli- 
cately fashioned Du Barry nonsense is 
preceded by the contract-bridge bit. One 
would think they'd bill it; surely it’s 
noasahing to blush about—and we’re never 
known Mark Luescher and his under- 
lings to be overmodest. 

Those who know their legit. also know 
the whereof and wherefore of the two 
aforementioned Marx Brothers’ bits. Our 
task is but to enlighten that they fit 
into the ace-house atmosphere as well 


as Pit Leader Lou Forman, and that’s 
saying loads. If there is anything as 
funny in its way as the “Du Barry 
Scene”—and as glove-fit for vaude.—it’s 
Smith and Dale in their Hungarian 
Rhapsody. But the Marxes have the ad- 


vantage in numbers With Groucho 
and Harpo carrying the heavier comedy 
loads as per usual, the act tore down 
the house when caught and the quartet 
were called out for four full-fashioned 
bows At this show Harpo did a wow 
bit with Eddie Cantor, also hitting the 
bell with his harpistics. Incidentally 
Cantor was just visiting in honor of 
the Marxes and Actors’ Jubilee Weck.

The RKO Production Department in 
the various phases of its existence has 
sponsored some memorable units, includ- 
ing those starring Harry Carroll, Ken 
Murray and the Mosconi Brothers. This 
latest effort, launched under the Mack- 
lin Megley regime, differs from the others 
in that it exploits no single individual. 
It is composed of seven distinct epi- 
sodes. each fully entitled to hold its 
place as an act, and owes allegiance to 
no variety star. _Unhampered by re- 
strictions, such as making most episodes 
fit a distinct personality, the unit moves 
along with the precision and grace of a 
wow vaudeville bill, It harbors several 
of the most pleasing acts in the business 
and Megley has not permitted a single 
opportunity to slip by that will show off 
the sparkling array of talent at its best. 

Each of the five acts is permitted, with 
minor exceptions, to do its own routine, 
these enhanced by special scenery appro- 
priate to the collegiate motif. It might 
well be said for the scenic paraphernalia 
that it is the best we have seen in a unit 
to date. One thing we are certain of: 
nothing used here has been rescued from 
a storehouse hibernation. With the five

is given the unit by the inclusion of 
two interludes participated in by most 
of the assembled company. 

One of the special interludes is em- 
ployed for the opening. It is called 
We’re Off and has Bobbie Grice and her 
13 supporting brick tops caroling in en- 
semble a special opening number. Miss 
Grice steps down to the pit and leads 
as 12 festooned thingamajJigs are lowered 
from the floods. The melodious red- 
heads unhook their instruments from 
concealed nooks in the floral hangings 
and they play an appealing opening 
tune. Sandwiched here are likable chat- 
ter bits between Miss Grice and the 
house leader. Miss Brown, whose blues 
singing won her more than passing at- 
tention as a single, fits into the sequences 
of the bit, cuing the girls for their 
walkoff as she proceeds with her cur- 


tailed routine. Her pianist, Harry 
Swanagan, plays from the pit as she 
does three numbers, closing with a 


sing-dance interpretation of the black 
bottom. 

Those delightfilly talented young- 
sters, Maidie and Ray, are on Text, put- 
ting over with even more finesse than 
on a previous ace-house date their 
routine of original-type stepping and 
lariat spinning. Ray’s forte is his con- 
current spinning of eight ropes, and 
dimple-faced Maidie came close to a 
show stop at this viewing with her acro- 
batic contortions, done in waltz time. 
The first stab at belly laughs—and a 
deadly thrust it was—was made at this 
show in the spot allotted the Runaway 
Four. The clever acrobatic funsters— 
Harold Boid, William Cathcart, James 
Oliver and Tom O’Brien—not only spe- 
cialize, but deal exclusively in low com- 
edy. In their field they are close to the 
top peg. One might argue vainly about 
their classification, either as pantomim- 
ists, acrobatic comedians or low fun- 
sters. We're safe in saying they're all 
there and high up in each department. 

Barry and Whitlege offer their famil- 
ilar song and piano harangue and when 
caught not a gag fell away. Miss Barry's 
finished style of hard-boiled drollery and 
the suave kidding of Whitlege accounted 
for one of the most pleasing periods in 
one of the best Palace shows in months. 
They had to beg off. 

While there is no premeditated stellar 
personality in this unit, Whitlege closely 
approaches this rating. In a spot fol- 
lowing his own act they use him as a 
jazz college prof., and he plays the part 
admirably. He has for a class the Four- 
teen Brick Tops and Ray in the first 
(classroom) scene of the Graduation Day 
act, and continues in this part in a side- 
splitting campus scene with Miss Barry 
and the Runaway Four. Included here 
is a bit calling upon Whitlege to frisk 
the “students” for booze, which is one 
of the funniest things in current vaude- 
ville. 

The usual unit procedure of an after- 
piece closing the doings is switched here. 
The Graduation Day scenes come close 
to serving the afterpiece purpose, but this 
spot is next to closing, with Bobbie Grice 
and her brick-top band working in the 
finale and the remainder of the company 
coming on to add color and comedy to 
the hot windup. When caught at the 
ace house the RKO Collegiate Show took 
up the entire first half. Suffice to say 
it was the peppiest first half we have 
caught at the 47th street emporium. For 
the neighborhoods, considering that it 
will take up a complete show, it is as 
good a bet, from the undiluted enter- 
tainment angle, as half a dozen “names” 
iii their own spots. The unit is a credit 
to all having to do with its production 
It should get the whole time and around 
again.

Pictures have been entirely 
changed for the French market and then 
cannot get the money they do in other 
countries.

They propase to provide an index 
of the entire American music output that 
will be of maximum usefulness to sheet 
music retailers. They will welcome any 
suggestions that the retailers may offer 
The principal topics for discussion at the 
convention will be: “What is the matter 
with the music business and what are 
the retailers going to do about it?”, 
“Can anything be done to conteract 
the waning interest of the public in 
sheet music?”, and “Are retailers going to 
be eliminated by the direct-to-consumer 
sales policy of the music publishers?” 
These subjects are of vital importance 
to every music dealer.

In explanation of this ruling the an- 
nouncement to subscribers further states 
eas follows: “For several seasons past 
the Orchestra Association has received 
complaint from many of the subscribers 
who arrive on time, that the constant 
entrance of late comers prevents their 
full enjoyment of the concerts. As the 
result of these complaints an investiga- 
tion has been made which shows that 
fully 98 per cent of the audience is seat- 
ed when the concerts begin and the asso- 
ciation feels that this large majority has 
the right to listen to the music without 
interruption.” ‘ 

This ruling if rigidly enforced will in- 
deed prove a real boon to those who 
make it a point to be on time at all 
concerts, and fis a ruling which should 
be adopted by other musical organiza- 
tions and concert artists as well.

New York Recitals 


Elsa Findlay, whose work in the 
Provincetown Theater's production of 
Gluck’s Orfeus was one of the notable 
events in the dance world two seasons 
ago, gave a highly interesting recital of 
her group Saturday evening, April 13, 
at the American Laboratory Theater. 
Ronny Johansson, celebrated Swedish 
dancer, was soloist and guest artist, ap- 
pearing in her inimitable numbers 
already well known to dance audiences. 
The Elsa Findlay group, while not being 
of the best dance trained seen, proved 
successful exponents of Dalcroze Euryth- 
mics, the basis of Miss Findlay’s teach- 
ing. Their principal number was Men 
and Machines. This contained an inter- 
esting idea and was well presented frorn 
the viewpoint of composition and 
rhythmic balance. Henry Cowell, the 
noted American composer, had written a 
special score for the number, which was 
particularly illustrative of the idea of 
the dance. 


Several numbers were presented with- 
out music, showing the Dalcroze Euryth- 
mics in a scheme of movement with 
form and measure. Fiona McCleary, an- 
other composer, arranged special music 
for a medieval Madonnas at Play, which 
Was exceptionally well done. Other 
numbers presented were those accom- 
panied by cymbals and drums. There 
Were, however, some modern composi- 
tions of Bartok and Ravel, as also those 
of more classic composers. The entire 
program showed a strong advance into 
the realm of the dance by way of the 
Dalcroze Eurythmics: J. B. 


Disciples and followers of the Ruth 
St, Denis and Ted Shawn school outdid 
themselves in wild acclaim Monday 
night, April 15, on the occasion of the 
appearance of Ted Shawn in recital at 
Carnegie Hall. This was Mr. Shawn's 
first solo appearance in several seasons, 
and his excellent performance gave evi- 
dence of the fact that he is entirely able 
to stand upon his own merit as an artist. 
Mr. Shawn has achieved perhaps the 
most phenomenal dance technique of any 
American male dancer. Such a tech- 
nique displayed by a European dancer, 
who would have the advantage of a 
rigorous training from childhood, would 
not be wondered at, but in this country, 
where the dance as an institution has 
no such place in life, Mr. Shawn may 
well be credited with a superlative grasp 
of the subject. This dancer's work is 
always Of the theater, clean-cut, sharp 
and well defined, with a balance and 
precision of idea that completely ignores 
the modern idiom of the dance, which 
tends so toward sleazy indefinition and 
groping thru space. 

The program was composed, with only 
one exception, of dances for which Ted 
Shawn has already become famous, chief 
among them being the well-known 
American Indian number, Thunderbird; 
the Japanese Spear Dance, perhaps his 
most startling characterization, and 
Gnossienne, the amusingly angular 
dance of ancient Crete. The program 
also included one or two Spanish dances 
irresistibly danced; the Revolutionary 
Etude of Chopin, American Sketches and 
the one new offering of the evening, 
Mevlevi Dervish, a remarkable accom- 
plishment in the style of the whirling 
dervish. The concert ciosed with the 
most artistic achievement of Mr. Shawn's 
career, the Cosmic Dance of Siva, which 
was performed with superb insight. The 
assisting dancers were Ernestine Day, 
Reginia Beck and the Misses Austin and 
Chase, who performed their small parts 
in the concert with the usual Denishawn 
grace and charm. J. B. 


On Wednesday evening, April 17, 
Dusolina Giannini gave her only recital 
of the present season in New York City 
at Carnegie Hall. A high-class, large 
and enthusiastic audience greeted her 
and brought several repetitions and 
encores from Giannini to her attractive 
program. Six Gypsy songs by Dvorak, 


including the familiar Songs My Mother 
Taught Me, comprised the first group. 
followed by the second, made up of 
Italian songs by Cimara, Benvenuti, 
Resphighi and Puccini's Un bel di from 
Madame Butterfly. Two of Frank La- 
Forge’s delightful compositions and My 
Mother, by Marsden, were her next 
offerings. Ah, Thou Beloved One, by 
Levitzki (with him at the piano), was 
next and sufficiently well received to 
bring about its immediate repetition 
Four Italian Folk Songs, arranged by 
Giannini's brother, Vittorio, brought the 
comparatively short recital to a close, 
almost—for the famous Vissi D’Arte 
from Tosca and a short light ballad were 
added in generous measure. Giannini 
has improved much and no doubt is 
assiduously studying. Her voice is pow- 
erful, true and sweet for the most part, 
especially in her soft, medium-voiced 
passages. At times, however, it gives the 
impression of being hard and cold. She 
used gestures and postures with some 
suggestions of dramatics, but is a quite 
satisfying and pleasing recitalist. As is 
customary with him, Frank LaForge sup- 
ported most ably and as usual relied 
upon his prodigious memory for all of 
the accompaniments. Some day he will 
receive for this the credit really his due.

On the Orphe'im™m 
stage you see what he calls his magic 


rug. When he holds it up it seems to 
come alive. You expect marvelous living 
creatures to come out of it All that 
does appear, when he draws the rug 
aside, is his projected foot. 

“This, to be sure, is but the prelude 
of a very mystifying illusion. And yet 
that opening part of *he trick is really 
more difficult to petorm than making 
the rug produce wonderful things A 


long while he had to practice before he 
could acquire the knack of keeping his 
body perfectly steady during those mo- 


ments when the rug is seen to lift with 
the slow projection of his toct. 

“Not dexterity alone, but unusual phy- 
sical strength is required for the feats of 
magic he has developed. When bowls 
of water, with gold fish in them, airily 
appear from nowhere, you would neve. 
guess what a strain there is upon hi: 
wrist muscles to hold those bowls. Each 
of the large ones has a weight of 15 
pounds. Before they miraculously appear 
from behind ea scarf, he mustn’t give 
away the trick by spilling the water. 

“So far as sheer strength goes, his 
most difficult illusion is performed with 
eight fish bowls of diminishing size, one 
on top of the other. They, with the 
water they contain, weigh no less than 40 
pounds. Great sheafs of china silk have 
been mysteriously produced from a bowl 
in plain sicht of the audience. When he 
has all that drapery in his arms you 
would think it is the end of the illusion. 
It isn't He casts-the drapery aside, 
astonishing everybody by the sight of a 
whole pyramid of fish bowls. 


“Long after he knew the method of 
producing this illusio n he didn’t care to 
attempt it before an audience. Why? 
Because he hadn't acquired enough 
Strength in his wrists to sustain those 
bowls with the right effect of ease and 
lightness 

“Among stage magicians none has per- 
fected a more finished technique than 
is displayed by Jack Gwynne. The skill- 
ful byplay and touches of light comedy 
that go with his tricks are really the 
most entertaining part of his act.”

SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—The little audi- 
torium building, under construction in 
San Pedro Park, will be one of the finest 
structures of its kind in the South and 
will provide a place for display of fine 
arts and for varied entertainment. The 
first complete description of the build- 
ing is given as follows by Marvin 
Eickenroht and Bartlett Cocke. archi- 
tects, and Beretta-Stiles Company, Inc., 
consulting engineers. The plan com- 
prises entrance loggia, promenade. art 
room, clubroom, auditorium, = stage, 
dressing rooms, scenery workshop, pro- 
jection room, checkrooms, toilets, office 
and kitchenette. The auditorium seats 
700 and the floor is bowled to conform 
with sight line requirements. The ceil- 
ing is treated for acoustical excellence. 
Orchestra pit accommodates 12 musi- 
cians. Stage is 24 feet by 58 feet and 
proscenium opening is 34 feet wide. It 
will easily accommodate any play with 
ordinary size cast. Complete electrical 
equipment will be provided. 


FREDERICKSBURG, Ia. — Fredericks- 
burg cifizens will go to the polls May 
2 to vote in a special election on the 
question of whether the town shall be 
authorized to purchase the lower story 
of the opera house for use as a com- 
munity center hall. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn.—The Knox County 
bill authorizing issuance of auditorium 
bonds was finally passed in the House 
and is now before the Governor. 

ST. LOUIS, Mo—The Arena, which is 
being built by the National Exhibition 
Company at 5700 Oakland avenue, west 
of Forest Park Highlands, is mnear- 
ing completion and will be in readi- 
ness for the St. Louis Exposition opening 
there on June 8. The cost of the Arena 
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will exceed $1,500,000. It is being erected 
principally as a permanent home for the 
National Dairy Show, which will hold an 
exhibition there each year in October. 


VIENNA—A sports stadium costing 
$10,000,000 and eclipsing in size Europe's 
largest Olympic amphitheatef in Athens, 
is being built in the Prater, playground 
for children in the capital. Provisions 
are made fer an autodrome, a mammoth 
Swimming pool, tennis courts and 
grounds for track and field sports. The 
new structure will be 80 feet high and 
the seats, arranged in the form of an 
amphitheater, will accommodate 60,000. 


LOS ANGELES, Calif—As a step 
toward preparing the Coliseum for the 
Olympic games in 1932, the board of 
Supervisors has authorized a new lease 
agreement with city authorities and of- 
ficials of the Community Development 
Association, joint owners of the Coliseum, 
under terms of which the seating ca- 
pacity of the Coliseum will be increased 
to 125,000 The Coliseum now seats 
about 80,000 persons. With the new 
seats installed it will be possible to seat 
102,000 on a reserved-seat basis, and 
125,000 if extra chairs are placed and 
persons allowed to crowd together. The 
improvement includes replacing the 
wooden construction of the stands with 
concrete, which will make the Coliseum 
fireproof The cost of the improve- 
ments, which will be nearly $1,000,000, 
will be borne by the city,. county and 
Community Development Association and 
will be distributed over a period of eight 
years. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. — Construction 
work on Notre Dame's new $750,000 
Stadium seating between 50,000 and 60.- 
000 people will start soon. Rev. Charles 
L. O'Donnell, president, announced yes- 
terday afternoon. The present wooden 
structure on Cartier Field will be torn 
down to m»ke room for the new concrete 
stadium, which is expected fo be ready 
for use by the opening of the 1930 foot- 
ball season. 


ASHLAND, O.—City council has drawn 
up a five-year lease to submit to bidders 
for the city auditorium, omitting from 
the lease the customary clause forbidding 
the use of the auditorium for Sunday 
movies and substituting a clause, mak- 
ing it prohibitive to use it “contrary 
to the laws of Ohio”. The purpose of 
the change is to give the lessee of the 
building an equal chance with other 
picture show managers of the city in 
case the city repeals its local ordinance 
prohibiting Sunday shows. John L. 
Daum, of Wadsworth, present lessee, has 
indicated he will make the required im- 
provements if given a five instead of a 
two-year lease. 


ASBURY PARK, N. J.—Work is pro- 
gressing rapidly on the $3,000,000 beach 
front convention hall and the $1,500,000 
beach casino and the major portion of 
the work will be completed before sum- 
mer, according to Mayor C. E. F. Hetrick 
The theater section of the convention 
hall, with large seating capacity and 
modern équipment for showing all classes 
of stage and screen attractions, will be 
opened before summer. Decision is ex- 
pected soon as to whether big Broadway 
shews will be booked into the theater 
en route to New York. The theater sec- 
tion contains many features included 
heretofore in only the big New York 
legitimate houses, it is stated. The 
beach casino and amusement center will 
be opened early in the summer. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C.—Reports are cur- 
rent that sale of the old city auditorium 
at a price considerably in excess of the 
$140,000 offer of J. B. Efird is expected 
by city officials. ‘The commissioners, it 
is understood, have stated that they will 
reject all bids until a sufficient sum is 
obtained for the property. No particular 
figure is mentioned by the board, altho 
it would be closer to $200.000 than the 
60-day offer made by Efird when ar- 
rangements were made to finance com- 
pletion of the new armory convention 
hall in time for the Confederate Veter- 
ans’ reunion. The old city auditorium 
is expected to be disposed of at public 
auction unless a private sale is con- 
summated previously. Work on the new 
convention hall, which was suspended 
when the proposed bond issue to raise 
$200,000 for its construction failed at a 
special election on April 2, was resumed 
last week when arrangements were en- 
tered into by city commissioners, nine 
prominent business men, who agreed to 
underwrite the cost and the contractor 
to finance completion of the building.

25 that everything is in it but the 
kitchen The moods range from 
drama to burlesque, the dislog is equally 
as changing, characters rant and fume 
all over the stage, nev2r managing to get 
anywhere with the story until the same 
lines ond situations have been repeated 
at least a half-dozen times. 

This Goes not necessarily mean that 
this latest effort of Kenyon Nicholson’s 
is not fuuny. As a matter o* fact, there 
are some side-splitting situations, the 
trouble being that they have been sand- 
wiched in between long, repetitious, and, 
for the most rart, sterile stretches. Be- 
fore You’re 25 is not as good as it should 
have been, nor anywhere near the qual- 
ity set by the first act. After that amus- 
ing and hopeful opening, this comedy 
rapidly disintegrates. 

There is a good idea behind this piece. 
It concerns the radical scion of a re- 
spected and affluent Chicago furniture 
manufacturer. This boy is the editor of 
a scorching magazine that has been un-

However, nothing can daunt him in his 
career, and promoting the interests of 
free speech is the passion of his life. 

When the play opens, he has just ar- 
rived home. Journeying toc California 
with Joan, a girl he had met in Green- 
wich Village, she has given birth to a 
baby, and they have been taken off the 
train. On the surface everything is o. k. 
until the idealistic Clement calmly an- 
nounces to the family that the girl is 
not his wife. He is not a believer in the 
marriage ceremony. 

The balance of the two long acts is 
concerned with depicting the difficulties 
of getting these two married. Suffice to 
say that it all ends happily enough after 
a Unitarian minister offers to marry Joan 
himself, when Clement is insistent on 
continuing the journey to the coast. As 
the final curtain drops, it is clear that 
the youthful radical is convinced that 
he now has a responsibility bigger than 
editing a magazine of little consequence. 
He renounces radicalism and settles down 
to domesticity. 

As might be gleaned from this meager 
account, Before You’re 25 has an under- 
lying note of seriousness. It never gets 
above the surface. however, and most of 
the time this mechanical bit of trifle is 
farcical. It would be a far more en- 
gaging piece of entertainment if it were 
all that way. However, it never sticks to 
one course long enough to wring the full 
benefit out of its situations. 


Certainly, in constructing this com- 
edy, Nicholson has been anything but 
subtle. Practically every situation that 
develops thru the course of the three 
can be foreseen at least 10 minutes be- 
fore it finally happens. Then, as if he 
were afraid tolet goof a good thing, most 
of the key scenes are repeated until they 
become not only weak but downright 
ridiculous. 


Nor has the direction assisted in mak- 
ing matters more palatable. It ts jerky, 
sow and unnecessarily obvious. The ac- 
tion moves with the stiffness of a sccond- 
hand motor that is badly in need of oil- 
ing. Undoubtedly there is some connec- 
tion between this weakness and the fact 
that no credit for the direction is given 
on the program. 

Indeed, the best and most relieving 
moments are due to the playing. One 
wonders where the excellent cast could 


have obtained its inspiration. First 
honors fo to Josephine Hull, as the 
nervous, shocked and absolutely baffled 


mother of the radical. Here is a fine, 
believable and amusing bit of characteri- 
zation that is easily the big feature of 
the show. 

Fritz Williams does well as the irritated 
father. He brings a sadly needed air of 
intelligence to a part that, in less ca- 
pable hands, could easily be made 
ridiculous. Mildred McCoy is a sensible 
and attractive heroine, and Eric Dressler 
is an effusive but likable radical. 

Ernest Glendinning makes a suave end 
polished minister, and Carolyn Ferriday 
and Donald McKee offer excellent con- 
trast as a pair of phlegmatic lovers. Mary 
Hubbard is a most amusing nurse. 

The single setting is well’ done.

As if in an effort to celebrate the 10th 
anniversary of the opening of its first 
production, and at the same time wind 
up its current season in a light-hearted 
mood, the Theater Guild offers The 


Camel Thru the Needle’s Eye, from the 
Czechosiovakian of Frantisek Langer. It 
s a frothy and amusing bit of nothing, 
and so serves admirably in filling the 
momentary requirements of the Guild's 
program. 

Let it be said here and now that there 
is nothing in this Central European com- 
edy that will cause the slightest strain 
on the intelligence. It is a harmless 
whimsy, concocted for laughing purposes 
only, and, for the most part, fulfilling its 
mission. To be sure, there is evidence 
that the author, or maybe Philip Moeller, 
who made the adaptation, found it no 
easy matter to stretch his material over 
the period required for a full-length en- 
tertainment. In other words, The Camel 
Thru the Needle’s Eye is often laborious. 

Neither does the piece live up to the 
hopes set for it in the opening act. That 
much at least shows a semblance of 
originality. It is short-lived, however, 
since the second act becomes trite and 
the firal episode downright banal. Still, 
all things considered, especially the sea- 
son of the year, this piece should find a 
place for itself on Broadway. It is light, 
funny, and done with the customary 
good taste that is the trademark on all 
products of the Guild. 

When it comes right down to it, neither 
the play nor the situations contained in 
it are remembered after witnessing a per- 
formance of this fluff. Indeed, it is 
rather two deft characterizations that 
stand out, and, oddly enough, neither of 
these carry the actual plot of the piece 
on their shoulders. The theme of The 
Camel Thru the Needle’s Eye is so flimsy 
that it would hardly carry weight on 
paper. Suffice to say that it is the age- 
old story of the poor little girl who mar- 
ried the rich young sap and made a man 
of him. 

Miriam Hopkins, making her bow as a 
Guild actress, plays the girl. There ts 
no doubt but that Miss Hopkins’ glamor- 
ous personality is well suited to the part, 
but her playing of it lacks flexibility. 
There is a sameness about her reading of 
lines that fails to get the full meat of 
their content. The effect that she carries 
in the role is due to her personality 
rather than to any blending of herself to 
the part. 

As far as the acting honors go, this 
play belongs to Helen Westley, and she 
loses not an ounce of what the part 
Offers, in fact,if anything, bringing to it 
far more than the lines themselves would 
convey. As the domineering and con- 
niving mother of the poor girl, she gives 
a delightful and intelligent portrayal 
Most of the comedy in this play is vested 
in her, altho she receives better than 
ordinary assistance from Henry Travers, 
as her crippled, rheumatic husband. 

Elliot Cabot does all that is possible 
with an impossible part. Certainly the 
authors have gone too far in striving for 
contrast in this role. This particular 
wealthy youth is intended to be blase, 
bored and stupid. He conveys none ot 
these characteristics, but rather gives the 
impression of being either just hopeless 
or possibly under the influence of a little 
too much synthetic gin. 

Claude Rains is excellent as the father, 
and Catherine Calhoun-Doucet gives a 
deft performance as a society matron. 
Percy Waram, Mary Kennedy, Joseph 
Kilgour and Morris Carnovsky are well 
cast in their respective roles. 

Philip Moeller’s direction is excellent 
and Lee Simonson’s settings well adapted 
to the licht mood of the play.

Court of the United States refused to 
review the decision of Federal Judge 
Henry W. Goddard, dismissing the plea 
of William Edelstein for an injunction 
to prevent the Actors’ Equity Association 
from enforcing its agencies policy with 
regard to him and to his associates in 
the agency business. ‘ 

Juage Goddard held that an adequate 
remedy existed in the courts of the State 
of New York if Edelstein were able to 
support his contentions successfully, and 
ended the suit in his court by ruling 
that as a matter of law the matter 
should not have been laid before him 

From that decision Edelstein, thru 
Nathan Burkan, his attorney, appealed to 
the Circuit Court of Appeals and, when 
he was refused there, to the Supreme 
Court 

Now he has reached the end of the 
trail in this matter, for from the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court there is no 
appeal 

For the present, however, there will be 
no change in Equity’s decision to hold 
in abeyance the enforcement of the 
agency regulations. When Judge God- 
dard rendered his decision in the Edel- 
stein suit he moved on to another part 
and his place was taken by Federal 
Judge Frank Coleman. In the argu- 
ments on the merits of the case with re- 
gard to personal injunctions directed 
against Frank Gillmore and other of- 
ficers as individuals, tho not as officers 
of Equity since in that capacity they 
had been dismissed by Judge Goddard, 
Judge Coleman did grant injunctions. 

It might have been possible for Equity 
to have continued the policies since the 


association as such and its officers in 
their official capacity were no longer 
before the court or under injunction, 


but Equity felt that 
between the official 


acts of these 


the dividing line 
and the personal 
men were so tenuous and 
ill defined that the association would be 
taking an undue risk in thus continuing 
the policies and announced some two 
months back that pending the final set- 
tlement of this aspect of the case the 
policies would be suspended for all agents 
and personal representatives. 

The appeal from Judge Coleman’s in- 
junction is scheduled to go before the 
Circuit Court of Appeals in the near fu- 
ture, perhaps in this month, so that if, 
as Equity anticipates, it wins this side 
of its case the policies may be invoked 


At any rate the highest court in the 
land has assured the theater that in 
this respect Equity’s contention as to the 
legality of its policies is well founded. 

PROGRESS OF THE SURVEY 

The survey of economic conditions in 
the theater now under way by a commit- 
tee cf councilors and members of the 
association, under the chairmanship of 
serton Churchill, has had placed at its 
disposal the machinery of The Billbpard 
in ascertaining what conditions actdaity 
exist with regard to the legitimate thea- 
ter thruout the country today. 

Thru its correspondents and its con- 
tacts with dramatic editors in road 
cities, The Billboard is in a splendid 
position to assist Equity in securing a 
picture of road conditions on which to 
base its actions.

While the mischief and the trouble 
for which Paris was responsible seem to 


have warranted rather heavier punish- 
ment than that, it is quite likely that 
his two months and more in jail will 
have a sobering effect upon him 

And Equity serves notice that any 
others who may contemplate using his 


tactics will be prosecuted to the full ex- 
tent of the law, regardless of the time 
and expense to the association

of New York celebrated the 10th 

anniversary of its opening. In that 
time it has grown from a weak, anaemic 
little institution, with little or no finan- 
cial backing, to where it is now, the most 
extensive theatrical producing organiza- 
tion in the world. The scope of its ac- 
tivities now reaches from the Atlantic 
the Pacific, and it is the dominant 
factor in giving dramatic fare to the 
smaller and more remote communities. 

What is the reason for the phenomenal 
growth of this group? None of 
founders were well versed in the work- 
ings of the professional theater. Un- 
doubtedly the first and foremost reason 
rests in the fact that the Theater Guild 
has in the eyes of the theater-going pubh- 
lic become synonymous with a good 
show. The productions that bear the 
seal of the organization give more than 
they receive. In other words, all Thea- 
ter Guild productions are well cast, well 
mounted, expertly directed, and the plays 
are chosen with good taste. 

In the course of an unusually active 
career it has had its share of failures, 
but in every instance where a piece 
proved unpopular the Guild went down 
with flags flying. No one has ever ac- 
cused this group of offering a produc- 
tion that was an insult to the intelli- 
gence; none has ever hinted that the 
Guild produced a play just to keep a 
theater lighted or actors employed. 
True, the public has faifed to support 
the Guild in some of its offerings, but 
theatergoers have always acclaimed: “It 
Was a sincere and well-done production.” 

While others have been decrying the 
state of the theater outside of New York, 
the Theater Guild has stepped out and 
proved that good plays, well acted and 
mounted, can be profitably presented. 
Handicapped by a lack of legitimate 
theaters in smaller communities, it has 
used auditoriums and halls. The fact 
remains that while others are talking the 
Guild is doing. lt keeps

petition as the principal entertainment 
medium for the general public—those 


fine middle-class people who cannot ai- 


ford iarge expenditures for amusement 
and who in most instances live in the 
smaller cities and villages. 

We refer, of course, to that great 
American institution, the outdoor show— 
the circus, the carnival, the park and 
the tab. and dramatic stock tent shows. 
They are either already touring or pre- 
paring to tour, and will soon come into 
their own for another season. 

Not so many years ago, when the 
movies were young, enthusiasts in the 
business predicted that the comparative- 
ly infantile institution would eventually, 
and without any great lapse of years, 
take its place as the sole amusement 
medium of the entertainment-hunery 
public in the less populated centers—that 
it would kill the speaking stage and 
throttle the circus and the outdoor show. 

This prophecy was received with a 
seriousness which has since been proven 
undeserved. Not only has the movie 
failed to kill off the other forms of 
amusement, as prophesied, but we see 
most of these “doomed” institutions 
more prosperous, more popular and more 
strongly entrenched than ever before in 
their history, 

Nor has the outdoor show business 
been remiss in fostering this increased 
prestige. Those outdoor showmen who 
are clear thinking have insisted upon 
cleansing attractions of the unsavory 
elements which once caused ali outdoor 
show people to be looked upon as 
pariahs by respectable townspeople— 
this element of our amusement field has 
earned the new respect that is invariably 
paid it. 

The movies will have serious competi- 
tion, spasmodic, but nonetheless felt, 
during the coming five or six months, 
and when the tent show is in town, the 
screen idols will play to small audiences. 
It is well that this is so, for “a touch of 
nature is good for every man.” 


ARY PICKFORD is the first to 

follow William Fox in the de- 

cision to release no silent versions 
of talkies, and it may be expected that 
others will follow suit. 

This, automatically, will either speed 
up exhibitors in getting their houses 
wired or show the way for Western 
Electric, Vitaphone-Movietone equip- 
ment installers. 

Why shouldn't the big picture pro- 
ducers insist on the completion of the 
job of installing the country quickly? 
The more stalling, the more the pro- 
ducers lose in returns on talkies, and 
investments now are big. 

Carl Laemmle is offering a silent ver- 
sion for every picture, because there are 
more silent than wired theaters, but 
others, like Fox and Pickford, seem to 
feel that the era of talkies is here, and 
either exhibitors or equipment people 
should get on the band wagon before 
television or something else is here. 

Some exhibitors are stalling because 
of price of installation; others are com- 
plaining because they can’t get orders 
filled. 

If all producers dropped silents, some- 
ne would do something quickly, as it 

uld be, without such a drastic step.

Editor The Billboard: 

The reflections of one who is genuinely 
fond of the stock company are apt to be 
amazingly doleful these days. Is the 
“canned drama’ responsible? Is the 
present generation of the hinterland to 


know its theater thru the medium cf 
the screen and the screen only? One 


could go on asking questions for all 
eternity, but the answers are what we 
really want. 

I make my plea for the stock company 
because in the immediate past stock was 
the only acquaintanceship of the great 


mass with the spoken drama, getting 
it cheaply, as far as admission went 
What have they now? They get “Flub 


and Dubb in songs and witty (?) say- 
ings.” In a cen, by the way. 

If many stock managers in the past 
dodged their responsibility and gave 
shoddy entertainments, there were some 
who braved their all to give the best; 
there were actors who gave more than 
a surface performance and there were 
companies that dared give good plays 
and gloried in the achievement. 

It isn't that people will not go to 
stock performances; rather is it that 
managers have to @ great degree aped the 
ostrich, and then at the fateful moment 
when business was nil they lifted their 
heads from the sands of self-deception 
and said, “Why?” Many could have told 
them: in fact, tried to tell them. But 
the sand about their ears deadened in- 
telligent words and now they have addec 
their moans to the moans of other self 
interested persons who have laughed at 
“good will”, “pleasant theaters” and the 
glory and the profit also of illusion. 

New York must not be taken as a 
criterion Why some plays’ succeed 
there is a nover-ending mystery. New 
York has its own viewpoint and that 
viewpoint is usually death to the healthy 
theater. Not that New Yorkers, as we 
used to call them, do not want good 
theater. On the contrary they want it 
so badly that they stay away from the 
theater as it is 

We will have to look behind the cur- 
tain to find the trouble that sent stock 
into the discard. Shoddy performances, 
bad selection of plays. Again that fear 
of doing something worth while. some- 
thing gentle, because “they” didn't want 
it. Who are the people that form that 
mysterious group called “they”? Prob- 
ably they do exist, but not in sucn 
numbers that they can not be conqueied 
or educated, the latter preferably. Be- 
cause they exist must the entire struc- 
ture of the popular-price drama fall 
merely for the reason that there are 
those who laugh at beauty, love and 
death? We must be acclimatized to all 
things, food for both mind and body. 
We can not hope to suddenly gulp down 
a@ rare meal of choice victuals if our 
stomachs have not been used to it and 
neither can we hope to assimilate three 
hours of rare intellecual food if our 
minds have been polluted with junk 

So if a stock company gives one good 
play and business drops, is that an 
answer to the entire question? I think 
not. There is a group of people spon- 
sored by an idealist that has prospered 
for many seasons in what might be 
called the woods of Maine. Good plays 
are given, ably performed, and people 
come for miles to see them, and when 
I say miles that is exactly what I mean. 
From 20 to 90 miles is the journey that 
hundreds make to see the drama fairly 
treated. And after all is Maine so very 
different from Iowa and Virginia and 
all the other States teeming with peo- 
ple who want to see a good play, a true 
play? 

The “canned drama” will never serve 
that purpose honestly or well, as good a 
job as they may do with it, for we must 
admit that many of “the chirping tin- 
types” well done. But the thing 
they can never do is the thing that the 
theater, and stock in particular, because 
of that “dollar top”, can do and has 
done nobly for years—give the touch 
that completes the illusion to the great 
mass of people whose purse is not fat, 
and also it can put the god of ma- 
chinery in his place This is a man’s 
(and woman's) world and when the 
theater has nothing to offer but syn- 
thetic voice and synthetic emotion then 
we will indeed be lost

Among other features 
will be its rainproof and fireproof con- 
struction, which will require 134,818 
square feet of canvas, more than 2.000 
feet of stee] cable and several hundred 
pounds of special paint.

Tentative plans for an inclosed show 
building were abandoned, Reid stated,

Two shifts working night and day in 
three factories are required to complete 
the structure before the show date. In 
one plant the canvas is being prepared, 
in another the steel framework is being 
fabricated and in a third the decorations 
are being painted on the canvas. Com- 
pleted, the building will contain 90,000 
square feet of floor space, will be 775 
feet in length and 52 feet high and will 
accommodate 35,000 spectators, in addi- 
tion to the exhibits. The roof will re- 
semble sky-blue file, the walls adobe of 
Spanish design and no poles will mar 
the effect.

period. 
The plan filed by the commission 
shows in detail the cost of acquiring

It 
also shows proposed establishment of 
bathing beach, recreation centers and 
playgrounds. 

During the present year the commis- 
sion proposes to spend $57,960 to defray 
costs of acquiring the canal lands from 
the State as well as the lands lying be- 
tween the west line of the canal and 
the lake. 

During 1930 the commission wants to 
spend $192 860 for more filling and for 
the constructing of the boulev ard on the 
section of the canal filled in 1929 

For 1931 the commission asked $156,325 
for additional filling, purchases of land, 
construction of summer houses, bath- 
houses and ‘other buildings, culverts and 
planting. During 1932 in finishing up 
the work the commission wants $72,700 
This includes the erection of pavilions, 
grading, filling, planting, etc.
